People with disabilities are a\ underutilized national resource. Efforts to unhold the "-ight ot disabled 
persons to competitive employment benefit not only those with disabilities but icicty as a whole. The 
National Directory of Training and Employment Programs for Americans with DiMbilities is intended as a 
resource that can bring us closer to providing fulfilling, competitive employment for all Americans with 
disabilities. 

The Directory is being made available to private sector employers so that they may readily locate programs 
that can match trained, job-ready individuals with appropriate employment opportunities. The Directory 
may al? o be used by people with disabilities and their families to locate employment and training programs. 

There arc 648 programs listed in the Directory. Each provides a brief description to include: training 
areas; training levels; placement areas; post-placement support; and disability areas served. Every effort has 
been made to assure accuracy, with information being obtained from those programs which have consented 
to be included in the Directory.

All of the programs listed in this Directory are believed to offer services leading to employment in regular 
work settings whe'-e non-disabled people are employed. The goal is full ume work at the close of training. 
Jobs are at or above the minimum wage, subsidized only by temporary job credits and similar incentives to 
employers to hue people v'ith disabilities. 

Some of the programs may lead to employment outcomes different from those identiiied. The Directory 
does not mtentionally highkght employment services which lead to other outcomes. The authors of the 
Directory, the Department of Health and Human Services and t>e Department of Education, do not provide 
endorsement for, nor guarantee of, the quality of employment assistance provided by the programs listed.

Each program is assigned an Identification Number, see the sample entry on the next page. Programs are 
sequentially numbered. ID numbers facilitate easy location and cross referencing of programs. 

To use the Directory, turn to the ;,tate of interest and focus your attentio.i un the column of information on 
the left side of each entry. This information tells the location of the program and the contact mformation. 

Now, turn your attention to the column of information oii the right side of each entry. This information 
itemizes the services provided b> each program Look in this area to find those programs which meet your 
needs.
